ADDIS ABABA, Jan. 30.—An 
Offiical Ethiopian communique 
from the northern front today 
reported 19 sharpshooters under 
Dedjasmatch (General) Shale 
surprised an Italian contingent 
northwest of Makale, killed 35 
Italian soldiers and captured 
four trucks. 


Later details of intensive fighting 
around Makale, the government re- 
ported, disclosed a total of 23 can- 
non and 125 machine guns had been 
taken by the Ethiopian warriors.

One Italian plane was shot down, 
the chieftain said, and its three oc-

PARIS, Jan. 30.—Premicr Albert 
Sarraut today threw in his lot with 
Great Britain declaring that nation’s 
“co-operation with France is the 
essential guarantee of the peace of 
Europe.” 

In a_ seven-minute ministerial 
declaration read to parliament, the 
premier admitted his main task was 
to assure “impartial elections,” but 
he promised to try to reduce unem- 
ployment, encourage trade, and pro- 
tect the gold franc in the struggle 
toward “a happier tomorrow.” 

The elections to which he refer- 
red are those for parliament, com- 
ing in April or May. 

Even as he spoke, the Bank of 
France announced the withdrawal 
of another billion francs (about 
$67,980,000) in gold from its vaults 
during the week the government ot 
former Premier Laval was falling. 

“The financial situation,” declar- 
ed Sarraut, “imperiously demands 
our attention to dissipate the men- 
acing catastrophe and to defend the 
franc’s stability,” 

The Premier promised the con- 
tinuance of the ‘collective secure 
ity” policy in the League of Na- 
tions and pledged himself to do 
everything “to facilitate and hasten 
within the League the settlement 
of the Italo-Ethiopian conflict and 
the cessation of the cruel hostil- 
ities,”

Stating that it would appear 
from recent criticisms of statements 
made by him regarding sanctions 
that it is advisable that as presi-

OTTAWA, Jan. 30—Ontario and 
Quebec, the industrial previnces 
of Canada, disputed with each 
other before the supreme court

ARGUED THREE STATUTES

NOW PLANNED 


Permit for Development 
Issued to Eastern 
Man 


Permit to explore an area of 7,000 
acres of land in close proximity to 
Fort McMurray with a view to de- 
veloping the property and its salt 
resources, has been granted to 
Frederick Irving Batcheller of 
Cornwall, Ont., by the provincial 
} government. The engineer who will 
devote his entire time to the pro- 
perty development, is now on the 
ground and it is fully anticipated 
that work will comménce immedi- 
ately. 

) “It has been known for a number 
of yeers that a salt deposit lies in 
the vicinity of McMurray,” declar- 
;ed Hon. C. C. Ross, minister of 
lands and mines, in discussing the 
situation, 

“The lands where this deposit 
j lies belong to the province and s0 
| as to enable the commercial opera- 
tion of the deposit, regulations have 
been established for the issue of 
permits to explore and prospect for 
salt which may be obtained by 
drilling.” 

The area and dimensions of a 
location are at the discretion of the 
| Minister and the drilling operations 
| will have to be conducted accord- 
ing to the Oil and Gas Wells Act. 
|The permit to be obtained will be 
| for one year at a rental of 10 cents 
for each acre and a further permit 
| for a second year at the same rental 
|may be obtained if the Minister is 
| satisfied that the examination has 
been diligently prosecuted. 

Anyone obtaining a permit must 
|commence operations within 90 
| days, otherwise the permission to 
explore and investigate automati- 
cally terminates. In all cases must 
the department be furnished with 
the information obtained, such as 
logs of the well and other geologi- 
cal data and the work performed 
will be strictly in accordance with 
directions given by the director of 
the petroleum and natural gas 
division, ‘ 

For the expenditures incurred in 
this preliminary work, the permit- 
tee will be entitled to the estab- 
lishment of a credit which may be 
used by him to satisfy the rental 
for the first year of the area to be 
leased and may further be used by 
him to pay the rental of any area 
leased on which there has been no 
discovery of salt in commercial 
quantity. It will be a condition of 
any permit granted that an assign- 
ment cannot be made of the same 
without the minister's consent.

Explaining and defending oper- 
ations of the Winnipeg grain ex- 
change, Mr. Brockington said there 
was never a crop failure of the 
suspicions held about the exchange. 
History of the establishment and 
progress of western Canada could 
be read in proceedings of the ex- 
change, he continued. 


TRADE SUFFERED 

No trade had suffered so much 
from catchwords as the grain trade, 
the speaker stated. “Producer,” 
“pit,” “speculator” and “short seller” 
all had been given sinister cannota- 
tions from time to time. 
| Had the exchange not existed in 
its present form, government efforts 
to stabilize the market would have 
cost many millions of dollars of 
public money instead of the rela- 
tively small sums involved in oper- 


ation of the exchange itself, he

SOMETHING STIRRING 

Premier Aberhart thinks there is a “nigger 
in the wood pile” up around St. Paul, where a 
Social Credit group called for a full and free 
application of the patronage system, and fol- 
lowed that by demanding adoption of recall 
legislation.

remote concern, 

This was hailed as a sign of our growing 
consciousness of nationhood, which it was. 
Also as a sign of a new sense of national 
unanimity, which is not at all so certain. 

Now the attorneys-general of the provinces 
are meeting with the Minister of Justice to 

ider ways and means by which the amend- 
1g is to be done, “Then comes the tug of 
war 

It is one thing to say we should, like the 

idents of the other Dominions, do our own 
constitution-tinkering. It will likely be found 
to be quite another matter to reach agreement 
on the procedure to be adopted when some 
tinkering is to be done, or when one or more 
members of confederation think some tinkering 
should bé done end the others think otherwise. 

The most hopeful thing about the conference 
is that Hon. Ernest Lapointe is to preside. If 
anybody could keep the peace, he can. 


IDEAS ALSO NEEDED 

Social Credit members of parliament say 
they will support the King Government “in 
everything we believe to be in the interests of 
the people of Canada as a whole.” 

Which is saying exactly nothing as to the 
stand they intend to take on any question of 
publie concern. Every Liberal and every Con- 
servative member of parliament could—and 
would—say the same thing. The U.F.A. mem- 
bers said it at every turn of the road, and said 
it loudest when they made the sharpest turn. 

What the Social Credit members have said 
is simply that they are honest men. Well, why 
protest that? Nobody has said they were not, 

What the public want to know is what mem- 
bers of parliament think about matters of 
public importance—not what they think about 
the advisability of advertising their own intel- 
lectual integrity. That quality is assumed until 
the contrary is shown. 

The Social Crediters are not the first to 
substitute professions of honesty for useful 
ideas as the subject matter of political deliver- 
ances. The country never profited from that 
substitution, and the public are getting tired 
of it and somewhat skeptical about it. If the 
new party is wise it will not make that substi- 
tute its stock in trade. The party it displaced in 
this province did that, and was voted ont be- 
cause the public could not see that honesty 
without ideas was of any particular use. 


AMONG THE MANUFACTURERS ¢ 


Industrial Canada, official publication of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, starts the 
year with a special “Plant Modernization Nium- 
ber,” showing what Canadian manufacturers 
have been doing and are planning to do to 
equip their factories and mills for larger output 
or cheaper production, 

The issue contains a great deal that is of 
interest to the general public, as well as to those 
engaged in this branch of industry. It reflects 
directly the opinion among manufacturers as 
to the industrial future, of which they appear 
to have no lack of confidence since they are 
spending huge sums of money on new plant 
and better machines. Indirectly it suggests some 
considerations of how and to what extent this 
new investment in capital goods is reacting on 
the employment situation and is likely to do so 
in future, 

It is recorded that a circular letter sent out 
to members of the Association brought inform- 


ation that during thé last three years 305 con- 
cerns spent a total sum of $29,665,650 in extend- | 
ing and modernizing their plants. ' 

As to plans for the present year, while most 
of the manufacturers preferred to wait and see 


7 what conditions are to develop, 155 gave definite 


figures foreshadowing an investment of $9,519,- 
150 for these purposes in 1936, 

Some inferences readily suggest themselves, 
Producers of machinery and plant equipment 
-capital goods—have been and are drawing 
strong and needed support from the expansion 
and modernizing of consumer-goods plants 

Canadian manufacturers are definitely 
machine-minded, and becoming more so; since 
modernizing means labor-saving equipment. 

They are now in position to turn out more 
goods and to turn them out at lower producing 
cost than they were before the “depression” 
forced the modernizing problem upon them. 

The manufacturers plainly expect purchas- 
ing power in larger amounts will get into the 


pockets of the consuming public; else they 
would not be building for larger output. 
Confidence in their ability to sell their 


products is the “key note” of this expansion and 
modernization policy.

There are some things for which we must 
envy our neighbors in United: States—their 
higher wage standards, their lower cost of liv- 
ing, cheap autos, cheap gas, their invincible 
assurance and their more humane divorce laws. 
But there are some things in which our phleg- 
matic attitude seems preferable to their rest- 
lessness and emotional unbalance. 

One illustration is seen in the Hauptmann 
case and the flight of Lindbergh with his young 
eaglet across the Atlantic. Was ever a criminal 
trial for an offence of the first magnitude so 
burlesqued and travestied before. It had flash« 
light interruptions, sales of, “Lindbergh lad- 
ders,” hot-dog sales, foam-flecked oratory and 
exploitation of personal egos and vanities. You 
can't help but contrast the Hauptmann trial 
with the speedy, dignified and effective way in 
which the trial would have been conducted in 
England. 

And then, when at long last, the day of exe- 
cution arrives, and the unpleasant affair is 
overdue for ending, a gubernatorial order is 
made that will prolong the execution for an- 
other three months, while tempers are ruffled, 
threats of lynching are made, the parents of the 
murdered child have their feelings harrowed 
afresh, and the Jafsies bask in the glory of 
publicity, with fat fees for magazine articles 
and personal appearancé® on the vaudeville 
Stages. 


It isn't that human life is sacred in United 
States. 

Twenty-four human beings were lynched in 
United States last year, without a single one of 
the mob murderers being brought to justice. 
Some of the victims were lynched, not on sus- 
picion of criminal acts, but for being active in 
seeking relief for share-croppers, and other re- 
forms for the under-dog that go masked as 
“communist activity.” (You know how Mr, 
Bennett made everyone in Canada a “¢ommun- 
Ast” by Order-in-Council, who would give an 
unemployed marcher a cup of coffee, a sand- 
wich or a kind word). 

Then there were another forty-nine persons 
murdered by cops in labor disputes—three 
Southern textile workers, two waterfront 
workers, two lumber workers, seven coal min- 
ers, and so on. 

After that comes a veritable unnumbered 
army of those who were murdered by irres- 
ponsible policemen for no questionable act at 
all 
Following the Harlem (New York City) 
iots last March a commission of enquiry was 
held. It revealed instance after instance of 
sadistic cruelty and wanton homicide by men 
supposed to be guardians of the peace. 

Here are a few of the cases brought before 
the Commission. Lloyd Hobbs, sixteen, and his 
brother Russell (both colored), New York high- 
school students of excellent standing and char- 
acter. Coming out of a moving picture theatre 
they saw a smaJl crowd standing before a store. 
Someone had broken the window, People were 
engeged in passing out goods to friends. 

A police car drove up. A policeman jumped 
out brandishing a gun. Everybody ran. The 
two boys ran with the crowd, Patrolman Mc- 
Inerny, without even firing a warning shot in 
the air and (according to witnesses) without 
calling on the youth to stop, shot Lleyd threugh 


the wrist and body. The boy died from the 
wounds. The Commission revealed that the 
patrolman was ‘not even reproved by his 


superiors. 


Another policeman admitted that he had 
killed two negroes that year. One was a 16 
year old boy accused of burglary. The boy 


startled to run so the policeman shot him dead, 
In the other case, a drunken man had hit the 
policeman lightly on the shoulder so the pol'ce- 
man hauled off and knocked him down so hard 
that the man fractured his skull on the pave- 
ment 

Another man, Thomas Aitken, protested 
against being ordered away from a relief line 
to make way for others, He had no weapon 
and did not attack the police. But two of the 
police took him for a beating, in the course of 
which they gouged out one of Aitken’s eyes. 
The grand jury refused to indict and the Police 
Commission refused to punish the men. 

So it goes on, week after week, tales of re- 
volting cruelty, murders unheeded and unpun-

A Good Suggestion {SIDE GLANCES -3y George Clark

In yesterday's article, I pointed out that in 
some cases, the patient may refuse to admit he 
is weil. Before any one can enjoy the greatest 
possible good health, he must be willing to con- 
cede that it is within his grasp—willing to admit 
it, to expect it. The patient must admit that he 
has health and strength, and 
all of those things to which 
he is honestly entitled. 

At the same time, he must 
continue to follow a sensible 
diet, to secure an adequate 
amount of exercise. He must 
persist in observing those 
habits of living which bring 
health. When he is trying to 
live according to good rules, 
trying to learn how to im- 
prove mentally and physic-

ally, then there is no reason whatsoever not to 


admit that he is well. He must admit that 
health is his, admit it freely and willingly. As 
soon as he lives a clean, wholesome life, he must 
admit that he can become well. If he has not 
yet fully recovered, then he must admit that 
health is coming, while if he is sound and well 
in every part, then he must admit that health 
is flowing through every part of his body. Just 
getting to the point where he is willing to admit 
that he is wholly well, is an important point. 
There must be no “if” or “buts”—but just this 
deep, strong admission that all is well, 


Such an admission is in itself a powerful 
suggestion for good. It will reach the uncon- 
scious mind and impress that part of the mind. 
Even those who appear to have average health 
will improve by stopping several times each 
day and saying, “I admit that I am well.” Get 
the feeling behind those words—get the feeling 
of being as well as possible. Admit that you 
have an honest right to be strong and whole. 


Think about health, expect to enjoy good 
health, and suggest health to yourself. You 
may be sure that kind of thinking will build 
an expectant frame of mind—a frame of mind 
where you expect results and admit those results 
when they come, You admit your power to be 
well, admit it both in the conscious and un- 
conscious parts of your mind. Perhaps while 
you are giving yourself those good suggestions 
about admitting how good you feel, you may 
be helped by getting a picture of disease as 
something that is going away from you, and at 
the same time, having a picture of health as 
something that is coming, or that is already 
within and filling every part. Perhaps you will 
be able to get that picture of your body as 
flooded with health-building forces just as a 
wet garment is flooded with water. Try to get 
these pictures and before you go to sleep at 
night, suggest to yourself that you admit that 
you are well. 

Certainly, one of the most important mental 
attitudes to assume is the attitude of admitting 
you are healthy. Admit you are healthy right 
now. Sit down in the nearest chair and spend 
a few minutes admitting you are well, admit it 
with every part of you, and see how you are re- 
energized by that. Admit it whole-heartedly, 
without any resistance, without any reluctance. 
Make that good suggestion to yourself. There 
must be no thought of trying to prove it, no 
thought of arguing about it—but just the sincere 
desire to admit to yourself that health is yours. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Franklin Y. wants to know: 
“Although I wear glasses, IT have a sty about 
every once in three months. I do not under- 
stand why the trouble returns.” 

ANSWER: A sty is a small boil which forms 
on the edge of the eyelid, causing swelling, red- 
ness, pain and discharge. When the cause is 
enervation induced by a faulty diet and other 
bad habits of living, then you may be sure that 
eyestrain is not the most probable cause. You 
may find the following general suggestions 
helpful: first, obtain sufficient sleep; second, do 
not allow yourself to become enervated by 
over-indulgence in such emotions as worry, 
excitement, or irritation; take more exercise;

A CLEAN BREAK 


Editor Bulletin: One of the 
first questions asked regarding 


Technocracy is, how 
money will each individual 
receive under a Tecnnate. 
Most people unacguainted with 
technocracy cannot get be- 
yond the price system, where 
everything is valued in dollars 
and cents. During the past 6000 
years what a man could produce 
was largely by the use of his own 
hands. Man's own body, whether 
free or glave, was the only en- 
ergy conversion engine avail- 
able. When the technologist looks 
at the world he notes as a fact 
of great importance that every- 
thing that moves, including the 
human body, does so by the ex- 
penditure of energy, which runs 
by means of the energy contain- 
ed in the food it “burns.”’ This is 
measurable in calories or joules. 
All work done is said to involve 
a transfer of energy—-cnergy be- 
ing the capacity of doing work. 
It is through the expenditure of 
energy that we live, convert all 
raw materials into use forms and 
operate all the equipment which 
we use. It is therefore in the 
terms of calories ard joules that 
the technologist thinks when he 
considers the “standard of living” 
rather than in dollars and cents. 
The right to consume the total, 
net, available energy would be 
divided equally amongst the en- 


tire population. The energy re- 
quired for constructing, replac- 
ing, and repairing equipment 


would be deducted first, and the 


much 


balance would be available for 
the production of goods and serv- 
ices as, where and when required 
by the individual members ot so- 
ciety. Each citizen would be is- 
sued “cnergy certificates,” which 
merely form a sort of receipt 
every time he or she takes some- 
thing into use, The energy cost 
of the article, which can be ac- 
curately known, is deducted from 
the tota: and the balance record- 
ed, The energy certificate is non- 
negotiable, and is valid only for 


the balanced load period, for 
which it is marked, therefore it 
cannot be lost, given away, stolen 
or saved. Only the person to 
whom it is issued can use it. 
This gives to every individual, 
man or woman, complete eco- 


nomic independence from every- 
one else. 

Nothing like this has ever been 
devised before and it represents 
a clean break from all forms of 
mediums of exchange, as it has 
no exchange function whatever. 
Its chief function is record keep- 
ing, and it might thus be termed 
a reqhisition form. It enables 
production and distribution over 
a continental area to be main- 
tained in the same way as pro- 
duction and distribution within 
a single factory. No interference 
to the flow of goods is possible 
with this method, and a literal 
economy of abundance is assured 
to all people on the continent of 
North America.

Pioneer Engineer Quits 
His Cab After 46 Years 


Pounding Railway Steel 


Locomotive 1328, hauling the Canadian National train 
from Athabaska, panted into Edmonton Thursday. afternoon, 
Ash, Mrs. A. E. Race, F. Marshall,| exhausted great clouds of steam into the chill air and 


groaned to a stop. 


Engineer Walter McCallum took+ 


a final Jook about his cab, wiped 


his hands on a piece of tangled} 


waste and stepped down the ladder 
for the last time after 46 years of 
service—he completed his railroad- 
ing career with more than distinc- 
tion for, when officials checked up, 
they found that there wasn't a 
single demerit mark against his 
record. 

This veteran “hogger,” although 
he guided trains for hundreds of 
thousands of miles, was only in- 
volved in a single minor accident. 
A truck driver, with a load of 
bricks, tried to “beat the train” at 
Portage avenue and 121 street. 
The driver scrambled to safety 
but Mr. McCallum's engine did 
quite a job on the truck and 
bricks crashed through the loco- 
motive window narrowly missing 
the engineer's head. 

This incident, added to other 
occasions on which “crazy” driv- 
ers raced his train to level cross- 
ings, filled Mr. McCallum with a 

quite natural dislike for all motor- 
ists. 


SON OF FARMER 

Son of a farmer, Mr. McCallum 
was born at Maxwell, Ont., in 1871. 
He entered the service of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific at Toronto as a 
wiper when he was 19 and three 
months later he went “firing.” For 
the next 11 years he shovelled in- 
numerable tons of coal into the 
bellies of locomotives. 

Soon after the turn of the cen- 
tury intense rivalry developed be- 
tween the Grand Trunk and that 
lusty infant, the Canadian North- 
ern. G.T.P. employees reviled C.N. 
men as “wooden axles” and C.N. 
hirelings retorted with the epithet, 
“leaky roofs.” McCallum, however, 
switched to the Canadian Northern 
in 1900, served at Fort William and 
Winnipeg, and then came here on 
construction in 1905—his home has 
been in Edmonton since that time. 

Promoted 
for many F senig McCallum and 
engine 5124 Were necessary parts of 
the equipment of crack fliers Nos. 
1 and 2 as they roared along be- 
tween Edmonton and Edson. In the 
days when the silk trains worked 
on such fast schedules that even 
the Limiteds were forced to keep 
the main line clear, he was fre- 
quently the “hogger” who nursed 
the straining locomotive. His work 
on these incredible runs won him 
many merit marks. 

Quiet, modest and popular, Mr. 
McCallum was local chairman of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers and was secretary-trea- 
surer of the Canadian organization. 

A product of the “golden age” 
of railroading, he was inordinately 
| efficient and conservative. When he 
stepped down from the cab for the 
last time Thursday he was carrying 


with him for 38 years—it still keeps 
perfect time. 
| HAD CLOSE SHAVES 

Engineer McCallum had his close 
shaves. Once, in Ontario, his 
| freight train came booming around 
a curve and he saw a bridge burn- 
| ing a few hundred yards down the 
line. There wasn't a chance to stop
